Safe drinking water 
in an emergency... 

This edilorial continues assistance in how¬ 
to preiHire for a possih/e earthquake. This week 
w<> ileal with safe drinkinft water and 
.sanitation oj human waste. You inittht want to 
clip this piece and .save it in case it is needed in 
the future. Ed. 

Why? 

You and your family can survive for 
several days without food, but only for a 
short time without water. Store a 2 week 
supply for each member of your family 
NOW! 

How Much Do I Need? 

In moderate weather a normally active 
person requires a minimum of V 2 gallon 
of water per day for drinking and food pre¬ 
paration. Some of the need for liquids can 
be met by using the juices from canned 
fruits and vegetables. (Additional water 
will be required for bathing, brushing teeth 
and dishwashing.) 

How Do I Store It? 

Buy Vj gallon or 1 gallon jugs avail¬ 
able at your market or 5 gallon jugs 
available from water distributors. Clearly 
mark containers with current date and plan 
to use it or discard it within 1 year. Store 
in a cool, dark location. 

Other Emergency Sources 

Water from ice cubes, your hot water 
tank, your toilet tank (not the bowl). Do 
not drink water from the toilet tank if a 
chemical disinfectant or purifier has been 
added to the water. To obtain a free flow 
of water from the hot water tank it is some¬ 
times necessary to open the valve at the top 
of the tank as well as the faucet at the 
bottom of the tank. The flow of water 
will also be increased if any hot water 
faucet in the home is turned on before 
draining water from the hot water tank. 
Be sure to turn off gas or electricity to the 
tank before draining off water for emer¬ 
gency use. 

How to Purify Water 

Boiling: Boil Vigorously for 1 to 3 
minutes. To improve taste, pour from one 
container to another several times. 

Purification tablets: Available at any 
drug store. Follow directions on package. 

Bleach purification: Liquid household 
bleach can also be used. It must con¬ 
tain sodium hypochlorite, preferable 5.25 
percent. Other ingredients may be poison¬ 
ous. Add according to table below, then 
stir and mix. 

Amt of Water Clear Water Cloudy Water 
1 quart 2 drops 4 drops 

1 gallon 8 drops 16 drops 

5 gallons Vi tsp. 1 tsp. 

Sanitation of 
human waste... 

In disaster situations, plumbing may 
not be usable, due to broken sewer lines, 
broken water lines, flooding, or freezing 
of the system. Under these circumstances, 
it is especially important to handle human 
waste in a sanitary manner to avoid 
sepsis and spread of disease. 

If the water lines to, or sewer lines 
from, your toilet are broken, flooded, or 
frozen, but the toilet itself is usable, the 
toilet bowl may be lined with a plastic 
bag to collect waste, and the toilet used — 
do not flush toilet! Following use, a small 
amount of disinfectant should be added to 
the bag, and the bag sealed and placed 
in a tightly covered container, away 
from people. 

If the toilet itself is unusable, a plastic 
bag in a bucket may be substituted. 

Four types of disinfectant are easy and 
efficient for home use. Choose one to 
store with your emergency supplies: 

1. If water is available, a solution of 1 
part liquid chlorine bleach to 10 parts 
water is best. Do not use dry bleach, 
which is caustic and not safe for this type 
of use. 

2. HTH (calcium hypochlorite) is available 
in swimming pool supply stores. HTH is 
also intended to be used in solution. It 
can be mixed and stored. Follow directions 
on the package. 

3. Portable toilet chemicals, both liquid 
and dry, are available at recreational 
vehicle supply stores. Use according to 
package directions. These chemicals are 
designed especially for toilets which are 
not connected to sewer lines. 

4 . Powdered, chlorinated lime is available 
at some building supply stores. It can be 
used dry. Be sure to get chlorinated lime, 
not quick lime, which is highly alkaline 
arnf corros've. 

Bewerel Chlorinated products which 
are Intended to be mixed with water for 
use. can be hazardous if used dry

Soon, “hamburger” stands were 
springing up all over the country. What’s 
interesting is that before the westward ex¬ 
pansion, about 1870, pork was the American 
main dish. (Can you imagine ordering a pork 
burger, at a porkburger stand?) 

.Anyway, with railroads expanding the 
country , and passing through pasture-rich, cow 
land, beef soon replaced pork, and ingenuity, 
and convenience made the hamburger what 
it is today! (Maybe that’s how the west was 
won?)

Own a piece 
of history 


An Glass windows 
from Pasadena’s first 
church building are 
currently available 
at a .silent auction at 
the Art Show at the 
Pasadena Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Madi¬ 
son and Colorado in 
Pasadena. 

The windows were 
originally installed in 
the small building that 
was built by Pasadena’s 
first organized con¬ 
gregation in 1977 at the 
corner of California and 
Orange Grove. Ten years 
later the gr^up divided 
and the Presbyterian 
congregation moved to 
a site at Colorado and 
Garfield. The small 
church building was 
then occupied by the First 
Congregational group. 
When they built a new 
building, the 16 win¬ 
dows returned to the 
Presbyterians. 

Comparatively re¬ 
cently, Frances Nichol¬ 
son, PPC’s historian, 
traced the windows 
and was promised 
first refusal if they were 
sold. When a collector 
made an offer the church 
acquired them. Eight are 
in good condition and 
since the church needs 
only four for its his¬ 
torical display, the other 
four are available. 

The windows are 1877 
art glass in soft colors 
and geometric patterns. 


Two of them are identi¬ 
cal and the others are 
the same size and 
harmonize. They have 
their original 1877 
leading and frames. They 
can be seen at the Art 
Show at the Pasadena 
Presbyterian Church 
until May 8 when the 
highest bid will receive 
them. The church has set 
a minimum bid of $5(X) 
each.
